RUSSIA. CHINA 
SITUATION IS 
COMPLICATED 


World Powers May Try To 


Invoke 
Kellogg-Briand 


Anti-War Pact 


LONDON, Nov. 29—(INS)—The 


tangled situation between Soviet 
Russia and China was further com- 
plicated today by statements in the 
highest authoriative circles 
here 


that the Nationalist Chinese gov- 
ernment 
at Nanking has "no 


knowledge whatever" of the peace 
negotiations which were reported 
to have reached a satisfactory con- 
clusion. 


While reports from Moscow and 


Mukden, headquarters of the Man- 
churian government indicated that 
the long drawn out 
and bloody 


controversy between the two Asia- 
tic powers had 
been ended by 


China's agreement to certain de- 
mands of the 
Soviets regarding 


disputed issues, it was stated here 
that the Nanking 
officials were 


utterly in the dark. 


Through its diplomatic officials, 


Great Britain has kept in constant 
touch with Nanking, the seat of 
the present Chinese government, 
and considerable surprise was ex- 
pressed when word came through 
that the heralded peace agreement 
was a matter 
concerning which 


the President of China and his 
cabinet were in total ignorance. 


At Nanking, according to the 


information here, a wireless mess- 
age was picked up from the Soviet 
broadcasting stattion at Habar- 
ovsk—whlch~ws3~intreprered"as a~ 
"peace feeler," but so far as the 
Nationalist government is con- 
cerned, the settlement haa not
